I always felt, too, 
that, if I treated a slave well, my death, or failure 
in business, might nevertheless consign him to 
chains and to the lash of the merciless slave- 
trader. 

Of the few hundred dollars received from my 
father’s estate, one-fourth of the whole was in the 
person of a valuable and honest slave.

From the New York Tribune. 


The Journal of Commerce makes wry faces at 
our recent strictures on the Southern Aid Society 
as was to be expected, and misrepresents them, as 
was rather to be expected than desired. It 
says: 

“The Tribune is in especial trouble about this 
Society. Either, from its infidel tendencies, it 
does not believe the Gospel to be of any value, or 
else it is so vindictive that it cannot bear that a 
slaveholder should have a chance of being saved 
on any terms.” 

No Sirs!’ The Tribune believes the Gospel of 
inestimable value, if fearlessly preached in ifs pu- 
rity and fullness: otherwise, it is not so certain.— 
It holds that a slaveholder, precisely like any body 
else’ may be saved by repenting of and forsaking 
is sins. Weknow no other way; but our theo- 
logical training is limited, and we are willing to 
receive further instruction. But how people are to 
be expected or induced to forsake their sina if the 
evangelists are required and constrained to keep 
silence with regard to those sins, we cannot im- 
agine. 

We will not be misunderstood on this point.— 


The Journad proceeds most mistakenly to say 
that 

“The Gospel of the Bible—the whole Bible— 
the South is willing to hear, and does hear, when- 
ever it has an opportunity. The {Gospel of The 
Tribune, and of Garrison’s Liberator, the South 
will not hear. The Tribune’s difficulty is, that it 
mistakes Abolisionism for the Gospel, and will 
either give the South éhat or nothing. Such friends 
the Southern-Aid Society is fortunate in not pos- 
sessing, Their hostility it has a right to expeet, 
and can afford to bear.”

It is made up of the most active and 
zealous portion of the Orthodox Churches—that 
portion most intent on having the Gospel com- 
mended to every creature. That Socfety does not 
preach to nor require of the South immediate, un- 
conditional emancipation. Here (copied from 
The Journal) is its rule of action with regard to 
Slavery : 

“Resolved, That in the disbursment of the funds 
committed to their trust, the Committee will not 
grant aid to the churches containing slaveholding 
members, unless evidence be furnished that the 
relation is such as, in the judgment of the Com- 
mittee, is justifiable, for the time being peculiar 
circumstances in which it exists.” 


Tler® you see, is nohintof refusing to preach 
the Gospel to sinners because they are sinners, or 
for any reason whatever. There is not even a re- 
quirement that the saints shall be‘non-slaveholders 
but simply that they shall have some other excuse 
than the love of gain for holding men, women and 
children in perpetual bondage. Is not this moder- 
ate? Is it not reasonable? It surely was not im- 
pelled by the Tribune, but we cannot see where- 
ina Christian should demur to it.
